minutes of bloody, bare 
Knuckle fighting. 


Police intervened on the side 
of the Germans and — arrested 
. several of the Jewish leaders 
“for thelr own protection.” An 
undisclosed number of Jews 
were Injured in the wild melee 
during which the Germans 
shouted “Jews get out.” 


A column of about 300 Jewish 
DPs from 1 nearby camp charg- 
ed a large protest meeting in 
Landsberg Square with cries of 
“Death to those murderers In 
Landsberg.” 


Many of tho war criminals, 
whose relense the Germans 
were scoking were sentenced 
at Nuremberg for concentration 
camp atrocities against the 
Jews. 


The protest mecting, which 
had been officially Ucensed by 
the German authorities, started 
at 10 am. GMT and the DPs 
fried 10 break it up half an 
hour later, 


As s00n as the fighting broke 
oul, the normal police force 
guarding the demonstration was 
reinforeed.-They pulled — the 
Jowssh DPs dut singly, arrested 
some of them and ordered 
others to go home.—United 
Press.

Chicago, Jan. 7. 
A wintry storm dumped 
heavy snows on the East 
today: and was trailed by a 
cold ‘wave that pushed the 
mercury far below zero in

Gulf Coast. 


Four to six inches of snow 
plied up in Ohio and parts of 
Pennsylvania os the storm 
gystem moved out of tho 
midlands, -hurdled the Ap- 
palachians and dipped down on 
the East.

Phe peoples of Western Europe will enter the 
second half of the 20th century at midnight to- 


morrow, having 


recovered to a large extent from 


the ravages of two world wars but unprepared 
materially and psychologically for a third world 


war which already 


threatens their lives, their 


homes and their civilisation. 


At the moment they live 
from day to day with two 
outstanding hopes. The first 
is that Russia, which has 
the military “might, will not 
invade their lands. The 
second is that through their 
combined efforts, assisted 
by the United States and 
Canada, they will be able to 
organise for defence under 
the lendership of Gen. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower. 

These are hopes and nothing 
more, because, for the time be- 
ing they do not have the power 
to resist aggression from the 
East and they are not at all 
convinced that the Kremlin 
will permit them to mobilise 
the security forces they re- 
quire, 


INTERNAL OBSTACLE 

~ Some determined men, never 
theless, are making an effort to 
give these Western nations the 
tools to work with and the will 
to employ them. They are 
making —studics, co-ordinating 
plans and taking initial steps. 
Taxes are going up. New wea- 
pons are being tested. Train- 
ing is being intenslfied. 

But the ‘greatest Internal ob- 
stacle these men face is a pen 
eral uneasiness which foes un-~ 
der a variety of names. It 13 
called ‘dofeatism, a sense of 
vulnerability, delayed shock, 
neutralism or fear, Whatever 
the name, it is no Wlusion, It 
is a reality, It runs deep... 1t 
manifests itself in a multitude 
of ways, and only a near miru- 
ele will replace it quickly with 
the primitive courage the world 
situation seems to demand. 

Fortunately, however, there 
fs reason to believe that a near 
miracle is possible. 

In the heart of Frarice, Bel- 
gium, the Netherlands, Itaiy 
and other continental coun- 
tries are veterans who have 
survived occupation or suppres- 
sion preciscly because they 
have the will and the skill that 
are needed today.

Throughout this part of the 
world - aro millions who have

[munists could throw against 
them—from political strikes de- 
sig¢med io terrify to economic 
strikes intended to paralyse. 


"INFLATION TRENDS 


There are plannera and wot- 
kers who have restored bat- 
tered economics. Industrial 
production and agricultural out- 
put have been increased to an 
astonishing degree. Inflatlonary 
trends have been slowed down 
if not stopped, Rolling etocle 
has been manufactured, roads 
repaired, bridges constructed, 
merchant  flects enlarged, 
ternational trade resumed. Much 
has been accomplished In ‘five 
short yeats—more -than is gen- 
erally realised and more than 
might have been expected. 

Yet, strange as-it may sccm, 
the self-confidence of men— 
their belief in themselves—has 
been slow to recover. They took 
their acnievements for granted; 
they minimised them; or they 
attributed them to outside as- 
sistance, Plentiful food sup- 
plies, better heating, stocks of 
consumers’ goods were scldom 
recopnised as evidence of im- 
provement or strength. They 
continued to fee] there was 
something fragile in the fabric 
of their society, They reflect~ 
ed the need for the comforting 
security of an armed covering 
force—and leadership.

Americans who are alarm- 
ed oat the high rate of 
iuvenile delinquency in the 
are expected to listen 
with interest to Miss Barbara 
Wootton, of London University, 
who is here on a Jecture tour 
to tell how the question ts 
dealt with in Britain. 


Juvenile crime in the U.S. is 
particularly in the limelight 
just now because of the trial 
of a member of a teenage gang 
for the alleged murder of a 
teenager in a rival gang.

Whisky 
—from 
Denmark 


— BY — 
JAMES WHITE 
JOVIAL, 60-year-old. Cap- 

tain David - Sinclair, 
MBE, has a theory about 
whisky. Not about Scotch, 
everybody knows what that 
is; but about Danish 
“whisky,” which is some- 
thing which passeth com- 
prehension. 

The Captain probably 
knows more about Danish 
whisky than most Scots. 
Not because he drinks it, 
but because he carries 
to Scotland. During the 
past three months the ss 
Gothland, of which he is 
master, and the ss Horsa, 
which he commanded 
during the war, have 
carried some 100 tons of 
Danish whisky from Copen- 
hagen to Leith. 

“I. don’t Imow what 
happens to the stuff when it 
gets to Scotland,” he told 
me. “I am certain the Scots 
don’t drink it, though I did 
see one bottle in an Edin- 
burgh bar. But I’ve heard 
that the Polish miners in 
Scotland are the customers.” 


THE KEYS 

Not only docs Capt. Sin- 
clair’s 20-year-old ship. carry 
Danish to Scotland, it also 
brings Scotch to Denmark. 
Fortiumately rather more of the 
genuine than Denmark exports 
of the imitation. 

But the Scotch which Den- 
mark imports is not for or- 
dinary mortals. It goes straight 
into the bonded warchouscs of 
the Copenhagen Free Port, to 
emonge legitimately only when 
requisitioned by diplomats, 
ship’ chandlers .who supply 
vessels “going foreign,” and 
those legally in possession of 
hard currency. 

For about two years now 
those “in the know” have also 
been extracting Scotch from 
the Free Pont, Black dollars, 
Swiss and Belgian francs are 
the keys which have unlocked 
the docks gates. Though no 
Dane can be legally in pos- 
session of foreign currency un- 
less he has obtained it from a 
bank or can prove he got it as 
a gift from a forelgner, many 
thousands of black dollars and 
franes have been converted in- 
to Scotch. Most of it has gone 
to Copenhagen bars and. res- 
taurants, but no small quantity. 
has gone into private homes. 
Even the price, 42 shillings o 
bottle, wags more than reason- 
able in the clrcumstances.

t months of 1949, only 482 tons 
were exported, and in the same 
period in 1948, only 379 tons. 


OMmeinlly, the sales were liste: 
under “exports of | importel 
merchandise." A Board of Trade 
spokesman explained thla meant 
the rubber was originally = im- 
portod by Britain, presumably 
from rubber-producing Malaya, 
and oxported to the Soviet 
Union without any processing 
here. 


Most exports from Great

All commodities, from aluminium to zine, cost con- 
siderably more at the end of the year than they did last 
Some of the more spectacular increases were 
for copper which rose from £153 a ton at the beginning 
of 1950 to £202 a ton at tho end of the year; nickel from 
£321 108. a ton to £406; tin (spot) from £600 a ton to 
£1,157; tungsten ore from 90-958. a unit to 390-410s.; 
zine from £87,103, a ton to £151; cotton from 29.65d. a 
rubber from 15d, a pound to. 55d.; and 
a pound to 265d. And these are only a 
few of the commodities that are in everyday use in essen- 
tial industries throughout the world. .

The events which caused 
these enormous increases can 
be summed up in one word— 
Korea. The outbreak of war 
in Korea last Juno was’ the 
signal for a hectic scramble for 
supplies, Private manufac- 
turers—-fearlng the spread of 
the war and complete break- 
down in supplies of certain 
vital commodities—began to 
rebuild their stocks which had 
sunk to an abnormally low 
level. At the same time the 
American Government acceler- 


ated its plan to accumulate a 
vast stockpile of strategic 
materials, Highly competitive 
bidding forced up the prices, 
and shortages _ automatically 
developed, In September most 
of the Western Goveraments 
announced their plans for ine 
creasing the oulput in defence 
equipment—and the scramble 
began to get out of hand. 

At the end of 1950 we were 
well on our way back to a war- 
time cconomy, In Britain and 
America controls were in- 
troduced to ensure that essen- 
tial industries—that is, those 
engaged in defence production 
—would not ibe hampered by 
the lack of raw materials. To 
make this possible, production 
of certain non-essential articles 
containing ‘copper, zine or brass 
(which [s a combination of 
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an effort to bring down the 
price of one sterling arca com- 
modity and to ensure supplies 
to ersantial users, doeelded on 
the bulk purchase of rubber. 
The. end of the post-war 
trade boom which many people 
were forecasting at the begin- 
ning of the year was postponed 
indefinitely, Indeed . trade in- 
erensed as ao result of the de- 
fonce effort. This was reflect- 
ed in the rise of most share 


prices, 

Industrial ordinary shares 

led the field in this upward 
trend. The Financial Times
